tween Captain Fabronl and Lawyer Lloy. 
In the tumult all the other lawyers fled 
from the room. Enrico Alfano and Ge-

out bodily, by tha carabineers; 


Giovanni Bertolqzzi fell In a fit 
and 


President Blanchl, helpless to maintain 
order, declared the session adjourned.. 


Throughout the hubbub Frabonl stood 


pale, but impassive. 
As the courtroom 


was being cleared .he said:

Fabroni, captain

of Justice to rout the Camorra.

All portions .of this section have 
been fully.identified, including the re-, 
mains of water tanks originally lo- 
cated on the lowest deck and ap- 
parently not affected by the explosion.

Senator La Follette of Wisconsin today 
marlo his closing: speech against the bill 
In the senate. 
He expressed his belief 


that newspapers -would suiter loss of in- 
fluence for the support they had given to 
legislation in which he said "they have 
-a direct money interest." 


"The 
press has failed in Its duty to 


the public In regard to this legislation," 
he saW. 


La Foliette referred to the testimony 


given before* tho 
flnancte 
committee of 


the Senate that a newspaper organization 
had sent out a communication to many 
papers \irging them to favorably treat 
the reciprocity agreement. ^He deplored 
this attitude of the newspaoers. 


"We have Senators on this floor who 


are bankers." said Senator La. Follette; 
"Senators who are woolen manufacturers 
and cotton manufacturers. Senators who 
are interested In lumber and mines. Let 
no newspaper hereafter assail any Sen- 
ator because: he supports legislation In 
his own peculiar interest." 


Senator La Follette referred to Senator 


Hitchcock of Nebraska, who had inter- 
rupted /ilm, as "a. newspaper owner who 
had a direct interest at stake.'"- . 


"Is it not just as fair for me to criti- 


cise the Senator from Wisconsin," re- 
torted Hitchcock, "for advocating a duty 
on paper in tile interest of the great 
paper mills of 'Wisconsin to which the 
whole country pays tribute?" 


Senator La Folletto said that ho aid 


favor a duty on paper; That he was in 
favor of free print paper and would pro- 
pose ii measure in that interest as a. 
direct tariff measure. 
H& objected to 


the reciprocity bill, he said, because the 
newspapers would set free paper at the 
expense of farmers, whose duties on their 
products would be removed. 


BRAXDS IT FRA.TOD. 


. Senator La Follette 
further 
de- 


nounced the reciprocity bill as a. fraud 
and deception on the voters. 


He called tho whole proposition "a 


confidence game" and cited what he 
said would result in a loss of 540,000,- 
000 alone to the farmers in three 
States—Minnesota, North and South 
Dakota—from the operations of the 
agriculture schedule 
of the 
agree- 


ment. 


President Taft was sharply criti- 


cised by La Follette, who said the 
President was the first to Ignore, dis- 
credit and repudiate findings of his 
own tariff board. 
He quoted from a 


speech by the President, who said 
there was no substantial difference in 
cost of 
production 
in 
agricultural 
products between this country and 
Canada. 


"Thereby," said 
La 
Follette, "he 


contradicted 
findings 
of 
his 
own 


tariff board." 


He referred to reports that the 


President would veto the reciprocity 
bill after it was saddled with woo'l 
revisions or other riders, and declared 
that the President could not in good 
lalth make any such claim. 


Senator La Follette charged the 


Democrats with trying to "keep the 
tariff alive as an issue for the next 
campaign. 


"After running- the whole gamut of 


Issues, the President has at last struck 
one that is popular," said La Follette. 
"Nothing could tumpt tho President 
to abandon reciprocity." 


He said the Democrats proposed to 
pass separate tariff bills, -which the 
President would veto so they might 
liave an issue in the next convention.

D. MacLean, superintendent of con- 
struction and repairs', and was brought 
up yesterday in conjunction with the 
reports of Commissioner Hill, former 
Superintendent, of Repairs- Jenks and 
J. T. R. Carpenter, former superin- 
tendent of the building.' 


In MacLean's report he said that 
the pipe which passes through the 
main runway of -the ferry building 
and is supplied by the Spring Valley 
Water Company, is connected with the 
standplpe wh'ich supplies the upper 
deck by pipes that are eaten away by 
rust, utterly useless, and have been so 
some of them three months, some 
three years.

Garfield a Side-Kicker for La Follette. 


It is given out that'James R. Garfield, Sec'retary of the Interior 


in the last cabinet of Theodore Roosevelt,' will shortly announce 
himself as a candidate for the Presidency. Mr." Garfield is the son 
of President Garfield and is a citizen of Ohio, in which State he was 
born. His candidacy, therefore, directly challenges Taft's right to 
the Ohio delegation, without which he cannot hope to be re- 
nominated. 
« 


It is to be observed that the news of Mr. Garfield's impending 


candidacy was first made public by the press claque of Robert La 
Follette, Each member of this claque .is a, virulent crtic of the Taft 
administration and a bitter commentator on the President's .acts. 
Each member has taken occasion to laud ,Mr. Garfield and deride 
President Taft. For instance, the Los Angeles Expiess says- 
, 


"II the Republican voters of Ohio determine their choice on the 


public records of the rival! candidates for Ohio's endorsement, if the 
spirit of progress that dwells in the Republican party is given free 
expression, the State that,in 1880 presented the name of Garfield 
to a Republican1 national convention in 1912 will repeat the service " 


But the Express is not for Garfield. It is fg>r La Follette 
So 


is nearly every other newspaper that has hailed and applauded Mr 
Garfield as a candidate. In this concerted cheering of the ex-Secre- 
tary of the Interior and lampooning the President is discernible a 
desire to use Mr. Garfield against President Taft in the hope of 
furthering- Senator La Follette's ambition and animosity. Mr Gar- 
fiekl is therefore, whatever his personal intentions may be, merely 
an aid to the La Follette candidacy. He is being boosted to provoke 
dissension in Ohio and create a diversion throughout the country. 


Mr. Garfield cannot hope to take the Ohio delegation from Taft, 


hence the only effect his candidacy can have is to'give color tq. the 
assertion that there is great dissatisfaction with the President in his 
own State. Governor Harmon of Ohio is a candidate for the .Demo- 
cratic nomination, and his 'chance of getting the nomination 'will'be 
greatly improved by a struggle for supremacy in the Republican 
ranks along the lines set forth in the La' Follette organs. . • , 


Garfield's candidacy will be employed to create the impression 


that Taft cannot carry Ohio in 1912, and that the Republican party 
will have to nominate a man from some other State if it is to retain 
the Presidency. 'This line of argument will eliminate Garfield as 
well as Taft, and of course leads to La Follette as the logical candi- 
date. Hence the favor shown the reputed candidacy of Garfield by 
the La Toilette press claque. 


But La Follette has.no chance of getting the nomination, even 


.if Taft were to decline another term. 
He could not be elected if 


nominated. 
He cannot carry Ohio, Indiana or New York—it is 


very doubtful if he could carry Massachusetts even. 


Garfield represents nothing more than a political grievance 


personal in character and a sentiment clinging around the memory 
of his father. He does not possess the qualities, of national leader- 
ship, though attractive from certain points of view. 
His mind' is 


not broad nor well poised, and his weaknesses have been played 
upon by designing men who are endeavoring t'o use him as a 
catspaw in the game of politics. 
His candidacy at this time is 


nothing more serious than an expression of hostility .toward the 
President. It is not even a forlorn- hope. Hence it will receive no 
sincere backing.' Grudge candidates do i not appeal to serious- 
minded men. In this particular case the grudge candidate, appears 
with a demand that the Republican party repudiate, its policy and 
its President. Mr. Garfield is therefore to be regarded as an ally 
and coadjutor of La Follette. 


If it is not too late we would like to present our compliments 


and distinguished consideration to Mr. A. L. Gbwell, wrho has trans- 
ferred his journalistic activities from _the Stockton Mail to the 
Modesto News.

performances Austin has "not built up an 
undying reputation as,an overshadowing 
genius. r The odes he has warbled In the 
p,ast have mostly been sorry disappoint- 


ments from a literary standpoint.

GREAT TRUST CASES. 


' "First of all," he said, "there are 
the great trust cases, in which you, In 
common ivith the Tvhole countrs', have 
been so much interested. 
The gov- 


ernment scored great \'ietorles there. 
Do not let anybody deceive you as to 
that. If the court had held that every 
'contract that put any restraint of any 
hind 
upon 
commerce 
among 
the 
States, however slight, was a violation 
of the Sherman law, the department 
'of justice would have had to Illustrate 
the truth of what Edmund Burke 
said: 
'You can't draw an indictment 
'against a nation.' 


"For there are not lawyers enough 


in thn government, 'nor, for that mat- 
ter, in the country, to 'draw Indict- 
ments against everybody who makes 
any contract that in any respects op- 
erates in some measure to restrain in- 
terstate commerce. 
"But when the supreme court said 
v-'e must read this' statute as reason- 
'nbie 
tio 
but which will prevent any undue re- 
straint, prohibits all contracts and. 
combinations that are intended, to in- 
terfere with the natural course of 
trade, or which will have that neces- 
Kiiry effect — then the court ga.ve us 
n means ol pTevet\t\T\8 Vnose e-rt\s, ' 
which led to the enactment of the 
5aw. 
And this \a et3f>ecYa\\y so Ytv\ 
view of the foot that the court gave 
tun force to the prohibition or mo- 
nopolies, and by Its decree has or- 
Vlerecl the breaking1 up of the two 
largest and most successful monopo- 
lies which ever have appeared in thia 
country. 


TO "BCUST" TBT7STS. 


"But some people are saying that 


thing; they say that the big trusts 
•will simply reorira-nize under other 
forms and go on just as before." Don't 
believe any such talk. Take my as- 
surance for it that those" big- combina- 
tions are going to split up into a num- 
ber of separate and distinct parts, no 
one of which will have any conectlon 
or control over any other, and no one 
of which shall have as large a per- 
centage of the business as to be any- 
thing like a monopoly. That is what 
1 understand the court requires, and 
nothing less will meet my Interpreta- 
tion of the decisions of the supreme 
court. 
"Well, you have put in the hands 
of your department of justice a great 
many other laws to enforce, and wo 
have been enforcing them and we 
shall go on enforcing them if Congress 
next fall shall give us money enough 
to do so. For you can't work up evi- 
dence and punish violations of law 


ie men and give It an Interpreta- 
n that will not strangle all trade, 


all over the United States and keep 
a general supervision of it all from 
Washington and meet the opposition 
of the ablest lawyers and .highest- 
priced lawyers of. the United States 
and win out without spending money. 


"And yet, even 
so, we collected 


more money as a, result of the suits 
brought and prosecuted by the de- 
partment of Justice during- the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1910, than it 
cost Uncle Sam to run the entire legal 
establishment of the government*— 
the department at "Washington and all 
the district . attorneys' t offices in the 
whole country put together; besides 
all. the special counsel employed to 
assist the district attorneys and the 
attorney-general. 


"And while the final figures are not 
in for the last fiscal year I belibve we 
shall make an equally good showing: 
for that year. 


FEES FOR LAWYERS. 


"While 
thera 
has been recently 
some criticism of the fees paid it has 
largely come from lawyers who have 
not had any experience with large, 
complicated cases, or from political 
opponents, and it has utterly ignored 
the splendid achievements of the law- 
yers who received what are referred 
to "as large fees, but which are small 
fees for the work they did, and it also 
ignores the fact that private clients 
would have paid their lawyers many 
times as much had they been, equally 
successful.

"Then there are laws the value of 
the enforcement of "which cannot he 
measured by moneys as for instance 
the .act to prevent the infamous white 
slave traffic. 
"Then we have devoted a great deal 


of time with much success ,to prose- 
cutions for the /use of the mails for 
fraudulent 
purposes, in 
enforcing 
the statutes that effect business, con- 
ditions several' classes of people are 
sure to be offended; .first, those whose 
pecuniary interests are adversely af- 
fected by the'prosecution, and those 
who consider the policy of the law 
mistaken, and are unwilling to .con- 
cede the duty of the law officers of 
the government to .enforce its law; 
even such Enforcement in their opin- 
lon ivlll lead tb business depression 
OT \vnxe&t, a.T\3., sacQiitUy, those wtio 
wish not only radical results but re- 
sutta "vrtitelv "would ptoduw -p^ato or 
disaster, 
either 
because they have 
nothing themselves to lose and don't 
care, so long- as those who have any- 
thing are deprived of.it, or those who 
because of partisan hostility-would 
like 
to see the administration em- 
barrassed, by the sort of general as- 
sault upon all business that -would 
compel every business man to turn 
to the other party for relief. 


CRmCISMS OF COURT. 


"The criticisms which, seek to .mini- 
mize the value of the recent Supreme. 
Court decisions in 
the 
trust cases 
come largely from this latter class. 
"But under the wise control and 
guidance of President Taft no other, 
course than that which the deparji 
ment of justice has followed during 
the last two years could have been 
pursued. "Under him the law has been 
enforced to the best of tho ability of 
those to -whom he has entrusted its 
enforcement "with the sincere effort to 
make that enforcement thorough, .disr 
passionate and 
without undue dis- 


crimination.

"It has been sought to .make the 
administration 
of 
justice' effective 
without being clamorous. No matter 
who should be at the- head of that 
department so long as William.
